Tells of Darst’s Firings. 

Caulfield then launched into a 
discussion of “firings of city em- 
ployes, at which Mr. Darst was so 
adept,” during the first four years 
Darst served as Director of Public 
Welfare under the Democratic 
regime, 1933-1941. 

Pointing out that the present 
Civil Service provision of the city 


probably was more honored in the 
breach than in the observance, 
but I believe Mr. Darst’s attitude 
toward it was unusually ruthless.

Reads Report. 

Caulfield then read from what 
he said was a report made by 
Darst as Director of Public Wel- 
fare to former Mayor Bernard F.

The report said that “thousands 
of replacements were made” of 
employes in the Welfare Depart- 
ment “to obtain harmony and co- 
operation” in the department.

The woman, Miss Joan Vestal, 
24 years old, was found dead in 
her apartment early yesterday. 
Police said the salesman, Harvey 
McDonald, 34, married and father 
of six children by his wife, told 
them Miss Vestal was shot acci- 
dentally as he struggled with her 
for possession of the pistol. 

Police said McDonald related 
that the shooting occurred after 
the two had gone to her apart- 
ment from a cocktail lounge. Mc- 
Donald said that on their arrival 
in the apartment, Miss Vestal im- 
mediately got the pistol and that 
as they struggled, it “went off 
accidentally.” 

McDonald was quoted as say- 


ing Miss Vestal had become jealous 
because a waitress at the lounge 


had flirted with him. 

Police said the salesman told 
him he had known Miss Vestal for 
seven years and that they have a 
son, 5, and a daughter, 2. The 
boy, McDonald said, is living with 
Miss Vestal’s mother, Mrs. R. L. 
Vestel, at Bevier, Mo. The girl, 
he added, was given out to adop- 
tion. 

McDonald’s salary is $38 a week. 
He said his wife, Grace, 34, earned 
extra money as a baby sitter, and 
that Miss Vestal earned $3000 a 
year in her job with an oil com- 
pany. 

A third woman in McDonald's 
love life was identified today as 
Mrs. Dorothy Fishel, 36, a divorcee 
and beauty operator. She told of 
giving McDonald about $2500, 
$2000 of it for an automobile. She 
said he had promised to marry her 
in June and had displayed a pistol 
to her Friday in her apartment.

SUCCESS REPORTED 
IN CARE OF 25 PCT. 
OF CANCER CASES 


Figure Could Be Increased, 
Society Is Told as $14,- 
500,000 Drive Opens. 


NEW YORK, April 4 (AP) — 
Modern methods of treatment are 
successfully treating 25 per cent 
of all cases of cancer in the 
United States, it was reported 
last night at a dinner opening the 
New York City campaign of the 
American Cancer Society’s $14, 
500,000 drive. 

With early diagnosis and good 
care, between 30 and 50 per cent 
of the cases could De successfully 
treated, the gathering was told. 

The figures were given by 
Charles F. Kettering, national 
chairman of the campaign. He 
said: 


“We know that among us alive 
today are 6,000,000 Americans 
marked for cancer death — but 
who need not die. They are one 
third of 18,000,000 Americaris who 
will die of cancer unless some- 
thing is done about it. They are 
the one third who can be saved 
with present techniques. 

“Our task is to alert these peo- 
ple to their danger. We can do 


be | this through all channels of pub- 


lic information with a vast pro- 
gram of cancer education.”

James L. Ford Jr. resigned to- 
day from the city Smoke Elimina- 
tion Committee, of which he is 
chairman; from the Anti-Slum 
Committee and the Air Pollution 
Committee. Walter W. Head, 
chairman of the Anti-Slum Com- 
mission, resigned at the same 
time from that body. Both stated, 
in letters to Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann, that they wished to leave 
the new Mayor free to fill the 
places they were vacating. 


Changes in the personnel of the 
City Plan Commission were an- 
nounced by the Mayor at the same 
time. E. J. Russell, in a letter 
dated March 18, but not hitherto 
made public, resigned from the 
commission, saying the work 
should be “in younger hands;” 
he is 79 years old. 

In his place the Mayor ap- 
pointed Arthur F, Schwarz Jr., 
a member of the architectural 
firm of Russell, Crowell, Mullgardt 
& Schwarz, for the remainder of 
Russell's term, ending March 28, 
1951. 

The Mayor named two members 
of the City Plan Commission, for 
four-year terms, ending March 29, 
They are J. Walter Gold- 
stein, 5376 Waterman avenue, 
member of an advertising firm; 
and William C. Bernard, engineer 
with a downtown office. They re- 
place two members who, the 


Mayor said, declined to accept re- 
appointment—Louis J. Nicolaus, 
investment banker, and Elmer G. 


Marshutz, an advertising man.

That move carried out a com- 


pany policy to “keep prices just 
as low as costs will allow,” a 
statement said. It also brought 
Ford into line with General Mo- 


tors, Kaiser-Frazer and Willys- 
Overland, all of which have put 
lower price tags on their cars in 
the last six weeks. 


Scale of Reductions. 

Under the new price schedule, 
most Ford cars will cost from $12 
to $30 less than before, Mercurys 
will be down $80 to $120, and Lin- 
coln and Lincoln Cosmopolitan 
models are reduced by $100. In 
addition, the company cut the 
prices of certain truck models 
from $10 to $40. 

On March 29, Kaiser-Frazer said 
it was moving toward a “broader 
mass market,” and slashed $198 to 
$333 from its models. Less than 
two weeks earlier, Willys-Overland 
had announced cuts ranging from 
$25 to $270. 

The General Motors Corp. re- 
ductions came Feb. 25 and 
amounted to $10 to $40 on cars 
and $150 on some trucks. When 
wages for its production workers 
dropped two cents an hour under 
a cost-of-living clause in its con- 
tract with the CIO United Auto 
Workers. At that time Chrysler 
said it had no immediate plas 
for a similar step. 

Ford—which put into effect the 
first postwar price cuts in Janu- 
ary 1947 and then wiped them out 
with three subsequent boosts — 
painted a rosy production picture 
in taking its latest move yester- 


day. 
Material Prices Down. 

It pointed out that the action 
was made possible use of 
“added production through in- 
creased availability of materials 
and the small decrease in prices 
of some materials.” 

“There is still a current heavy 
demand for Ford and Mercury 
automobiles,” the company state- 
ment added. “Firm production 
schediiles have been set for the 
summer months of June, July and 
August at the highest monthly 
production rate since April 1947. 
This should permit us to maintain 
our high employment level.” 

Ford tractors are not affected 
by the reductions and Frank R. 
Pierce, president of Dearborn Mo- 
tors Corp., said “no price change 
is contemplated.”

The first of Ford's three price 
boosts in the last three years 
came in August 1947, when the 
firm settled with the UAW for a 
wage increase. The third of the 
increases—last July—also followed 
signing of a new UAW contract 
providing more pay. In between 
was a boost occasioned bv Ford's 
introduction of 1949 models. 

Since on two previous occasions 
Ford wage increases and price 
raises have gone hand in hand, 
there was some speculation on 
whether the UAW’s coming wage 
talks with Ford would affect the 
new price schedule. 

The auto workers’ union—in ne- 
gotiations started May 15—is ex- 
pected to ask Ford for more pay, 
$100-a-month pensions and med- 
ical care pensions. Any settle- 
ment with Ford probably will set 
the UAW’s pattern for the entire 
automobile industry. 

Walter P. Reuther, president of 
the CIO United Auto Workers’ 
Union, which had marked Ford 
for an intensive wage and pension 
campaign this summer, called the 
move “token price reductions.” He 
charged that additional cuts could 
be made “without dipping into the 
lush profits the automobile indus- 
try has been and is stil] making.”

TO STRENGTH 


Secretary of State Says 
North Atlantic Pact 
Will Aid People Every- 


where.

The tert of Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson's remarks at the 
signing of the North Atlantic 
Treaty follows: 


On behalf of the government 
and the people of the United 
States, I warmly welcome to our 
country and our capital the for- 
eign ministers who have assem- 
bled here to sign the North Atlan- 
tic Treaty. 

We are honored by their pres- 
ence, both as individuals who have 
done much for peace, and as rep- 
resentatives of nations and peo- 
ples who have contributed notably 
to the welfare and progress of 
mankind. 

We are met together to consum- 
mate a solémn act. Those who 
participated in the drafting of 
this treaty must leave to others 
udgment of the significance and 
value of this act. They cannot ap- 
praise the achievements, but they 
can and should declare the pur- 
poses of their minds and hearts. 

Guide to Refuge. 

It was, I think—like the pur- 
pose of those who chart the stars 
not to create what they record. 
but to set down realities for the 
guidance of men, whether well 
or ill-disposed. 

For those who seek peace it is 
a guide to refuge and strength, 
a very present help in trouble. 

For those who set their feet 
upon the path of aggression, it is 
a warning that if it must needs 
be that offenses come, then woe 
unto them by whom the offense 
cometh. 

For the reality which is set 
down here is not created here. 
The reality is the unity of belief, 
of spirit, of interest of the com- 
munity of nations represented 
nere. It is the product of many 
centuries of common thought and 
of the blood of many simple and 
brave men and women. 

The réality lies not in the com- 
mon pursuit of a material role or 
of a power to dominate others. 
It lies in the affirmation of moral 
and spiritual values which govern 
the kind of life they propose to 
lead, and which they propose to 
defend, by all possible means, 
should that necessity be thrust 
upon them. Even this purpose is 
a fact which has been demon- 
strated twice in this present cen- 
tury. 

Increasing Good for All. 

It is weill that these truths be 
known. The purpose of this 
treaty is to publish them and give 
them form. 

From this act, taken here to- 
day, will flow increasing good for 
all peoples. 

From this joining of many wills 
in one purpose will come new in- 
spiration for the future. New 
strength and courage will accrue, 
not only to the peoples of the At- 
lantic community, but to all peo- 
ples of the world community who 
seek for themselves, and for oth- 
ers equally, freedom and peace. 


ABD EL KRIM SENDS PROTEST 
AGAINST THE ATLANTIC PACT 


CAIRO, April 4 (AP)—Abd el

Truman’s Text: ‘The Pact Will Be 


A Positive Influence for Peace’ 


The text of President Truman's address at the signing of the 


North Atlantic Treaty follows: 


N this historic occasion, I am 
Oer to welcome the foreign 

ministers of the countries 
which, together with the United 
States, form the North Atlantic 
community of nations. 

The purpose of this meeting is 
to take the first step toward put- 
ting into effect an international 
agreement to safeguard the peace 
and prosperity of this community 
of nations. 


nations so deeply conscious of 
their common, interests should 
join in expressing their deter- 
mination to preserve their present 
peaceful situation and to protect 
it in the future. 

What we are about to do here 
is a neighborly act. We are like a 
group of householders, living in 
the same locality, who decide to 
express their community of in- 
terests by entering into a formal 
association for their mutual self- 
protection. 

A Simple Document. 


This treaty is a simple docu- 
ment. The nations which sign it 
agree to abide by the peaceful 
principles of the United Nations, 
to maintain friendly relations and 
economic co-operation with one 
another, to consult together when- 
ever the territory or independence 
of any one of them is threatened, 
and to come to the aid of any one 
of them which may be attacked. 

It is a simple document, but if 
it had existed in 1914 and in 1939, 
supported by the nations which 
are represented here today, I be- 
lieve it would have prevented the 
acts of aggression which led to 
two world wars. 


The nations represented here 
have known the tragedy of those 
two wars. As a result, many of 
us took part in the founding of 
the United Nations. Each mem- 
ber of the United Nations is un- 
der a solemn obligation to main- 
tain international peace and se- 
curity. Each is bound to settle 
international disputes by peaceful 
means, to refrain from the threat 
or use of force against the terri- 
tory or independence of any coun- 


tions in any action it takes to pre- 


serve the peace.

In this treaty, we seek to es- 
tablish freedom from aggression 
and from the use of force in the 
North Atlantic community.

To protect this area against 
war will be a long step toward 
permanent peace in the , whole

This is absolutely untrue. 

The pact will be a positive, not 
a negative, influence for peace, 
and its influence will be felt not 
only in the area it specifically 
covers, but throughout the world. 
Its conclusion does not mean a 
narrowing of the interests of its 
members. Under my authority 
and instructions, the Secretary of 
State has recently made it abun- 
dantly tlear that the adherence 
of the United States to this pact 
does not signify a lessening of 
American concern for the security 
and welfare of other areas, such 
as the Near East. The step we 
are taking today should serve to 
reassure peace-loving peoples ev- 
erywhere and pave the way for 
the world-wide stability and 
peaceful development which we all 
seek. 

Twice in recent years, nations 
have felt the sickening blow of 
unprovoked aggression. Our peo- 
ples, to whom our governments 
are responsible, demand that 
these things shall not happen 
again. 

We are determined that they 
shall not happen again. 

In taking steps to prevent ag- 
gression against our own peoples, 
we have no purpose of aggression 
against others. To suggest the 
contrary is to slander our institu- 
tions and defame our ideals and 
our aspirations,

WASHINGTON, April 4 (AP)— 
President Truman, speaking at 
the signing of the 12-nation North 
Atlantic Treaty, doday Failed the 
historic pact as “a shield against 
aggression and the fear of ag- 
gression.” ‘ 

Truman denounced as “absolute- 
ly untrue” the charge made by 
Moscow that it is directed against 
the Soviet Union. He asserted 
the people of the West are de- 
termined that “the sickening blow 
of unprovoked aggression” shall 
not fall upon thc world again.” 
In taking steps to prevent aggres- 
sion against “our own peoples,” 


he said, “We have no purpose of 
aggression against others. To sug- 
gest the contrary is to slander 
our institutions and defame our 
ideals and our aspirations.” 

Acheson Calls Pact Warning. 

The President addressed a 
packed assembly of diplomats, 
government officials and con- 
gressional leaders. He was the 
last of the speakers preceding the 
actual signing of the 1040-word 
alliance. When the final step of 
ratification is taken, the pact will 
bind the United States for the 
first time in history to join in re- 
sisting an attack against the 
nations of western Europe. 
Secret of State Dean Ache 
son acted as host at the ceremony 
in the Government’s Departmental 
Auditorium. He and the 11 other 
foreign ministers spoke briefly be-, 
fore they put their names to thé 
document. é 

Acheson, opening the ceremony 
at 2 p.m. (St. Louis time), called 
the Atlantic Pact a powerful warn- 
ing “for those who set their feet 
upon the path of aggression. The 
purpose of those who drafted it 
was, he said, “to set down reali- 
ties for the guidance of man, 
whether well or ill disposed.”

NOBLEMAN whose line was

These top-level off are 
spokesmen for about 280,000,000 
people, embracing “the largest 
area of productive ability, skill 
and enterprise in the whole 
world,” as Bevin declared in his 
address Friday at the National 
Press Club. Their constituencies 
range from 150,000,000 Americans 
to 134,000 Icelanders. 

The oldest is Count Sforza, who 
is 75; and the youngest is Bene- 
diktsson, at 43. Most of them 
are lawyers. Three are former col- 
lege professors. Two are leaders 
of Catholic political parties and 
two are survivors of Nazi prison 
camps. 

Today's ceremony took place in 
the Departmental Auditorium on 
Constitution avenue, the scene of 
the selective service lottery for 
World War II, on Oct. 29, 1940. 
The hall was completed in 1935 
and was first assigned to the 
Department of Labor.

Count 
Sforza had been one of the most 
effective enemies of Mussolini 
and Fascism. 


He returned to Italy after the 
war, and took an active part in 
organizing its new government.

Gasperi's third cabinet, and as- 
sumed a leading place among Eu- 
ropean statesmen. He encouraged 
the French- Italian customs union 
and is a powerful advocate of 
European federation. A lineal 
descendant of the famous Fran- 
cesco Sforza, he married a cousin 
of King Leopold III of Belgium. 


Foreign Secretary Bevin, now 68 
years old, left school at the age 
of 10 to go to work.

His ca- 
reer was made in organized labor, 
and for a quarter of a century 
he was secretary general of the

2. Sears, Roebuck & Co.’s spring 
flyer revealed broad price cuts; 
one style of men’s shirts was off 
47 per cent from prices quoted in 
January, and one type of men’s 
pajamas was down 36 per cent. 

3. Meyer Kestnbaum, president 
of Hart, Schaffner & Marx, men’s 
clothing manufacturers, told 
shareholders January business was 
good, but February and March 
sales were off 10 per cent from a 
year ago. The company’s first 
quarter sales were up 4.6 per cent, 
but profits dropped 25 per cent. 

4. Henry Ford II indicated that 
cars in the $1800-1900 brackets 
might be selling around $1500 be- 
fore the year is out. And Kaisevr- 
Frazer Corp., coincident with a 
switcharound in top management, 
cut car prices $198 to $333, or 
about 10 per cent. 

5. Westinghouse Electric an- 
nounced 20 per cent to 50 per cent 
cuts in radios, following a sim- 
ilar move by Philco and other 
companies. Electric Storage and 
Willard reduced battery prices. 
Jones & McLaughlin Steel Corp., 
to “get competitive,” marked 
down its quotations for hot rolled 
bars and structural shapes. 

6. The lag in home-building con- 
tinues. Residential building con- 
tract awards in January and Feb- 
ruary were down 25 per cent from 
1948. New homes started were 
down 6 per cent this year com- 
pared to last. 

7. The Federal Reserve Board 
index of industrial production 
probably hit 185 in March; that 
as against a high of 195 last No- 
vember. 

Department Store Orders Off 
34 Per Cent. 

The price cuts have several di- 
verse effects: They cause some 
would-be purchasers to hold off, 
figuring they can buy cheaper 
later on. They cause inventory 
losses among business men, they 
cause deinventorying. A year and 
a half ago, you bought because 
prices would rise against you; to- 
day you postpone buying because 
prices may drop against you.

An Economic Shakeout. 

There are limits to under-con- 
sumption. Socks and stockings, 
underwear, and shoes wear out.. 
Business inventories become re- 
duced to unworkable levels. De- 
partment stores, for instance, may 
lose customers because they’re un- 
derstocked, or manufacturers may 
not be able to make quick enough 
delivereies because supplies are 
low. And so, sooner or later, a 
pick up in demand is bound to re- 
sult. For, this is not the kind 
of deflation that feeds itself. Con- 
sumer buying power is still high; 
potential demand is great. People 
are merely waiting out the mar- 
ket, meanwhile saving money, 
which will be used later. 

The best sign to date is the de- 
cline in initial claims for unem- 
ployment insurance. In January 
new claims hit a high of 415,000 a 
week, but now they’re down to 
about 300,000. Collaterally, the 
rise in continued claims slims 
down. In January, the number of 
unemployment claimants in- 
creased by 100,000 a week, in Feb- 
ruary by 50,000, now the number 
is less than 25,000. This leads to 
the belief that total unemploy- 
ment, now around 3,500,000, won't 
rise much above 4,000,000. 

All comes to this: The econo- 
my is going through a shake- 
out. Business men are squees- 
ing costs; for the first time 
since the war they really have 
to—under the goad of competi- 
tion.

Thus the fanatical Communist insists he is 
sacrificing himself for future generations. But 
the moralist warns that “self-immolation and 
the destruction of others for the sake of a fu- 
ture humanity manifest a sort of bestial sur- 
vival in our human world.” Personal sacrifice 
can be noble. But it always must be human. 

It must never forget that each individual has 
a right to work out his human destiny. It is 
the glory of democracy that it offers the wid- 
est latitude to the individual without losing 
sight of the general good, present and future. 

We cannot be sure, but it may be that a deep 
cynicism prevails on the highest levels of the 
Communist hierarchy. Perhaps the many are 
being deliberately manipulated by the few.

With the relaxation of stock market margfh requirements, it’s offi- 
cially . recognized that deflation is now taking place, newspaper 
Says; cites continued fall of basic commodities; sees no cause for 
alarm so long as Government officials and business men keep calm.

Marriner 8. Eccles, explaining the lower- 
ing of margin requirements for the pur- 
chase of stock market securities, says the 
action should be regarded as official recog- 
nition that the United States is no longer 
in an inflation, but, instead, in a deflation. 
Logically, the Administration's anti-infla- 
tion program, particularly in the contrac- 
tion of credit, has 
thus become out of 
date. Now is the 
time for the accelera- 
tor, not the brake. 
Traditionally the 
Government has al- 
ways lagged behind 
the business indica- 
tors in the use of its 
machinery for influ- 
encing the ups and 
downs of prices. 

Win history repeat 
itself? The answer 
depends upon the re- 
siliency of mind of 
the officials who in 
our present “compensatory system” are 
virtually charged with the maintenance of 
economic stability. 

In this respect we recall recent examples 
of official unwillingness to acknowledge in 
word, let alone in deed, this radical trans- 
formation in business conditions. President 
Truman sid on March 3 that the prices 
that had gone down were farm prices and 
that metal prices were still spiraling up- 
ward, No doubt the statement was made 
on the say-so of one or other of his eco- 
nomic advisers. It was an instance of the 
myopia that afflicts planners when facts

ports. Sellers’ markets were disappearing, 
many prices were falling, and a general 
downswing was obvious even to the lay- 
man. Indications were plentiful of the dis- 
appearance of gray markets and premi- 
ums in almost all lines where they had 
existed. 

Since March 3 the signs of the turn in 
business conditions havé multiplied. Steel 
scrap has declined further; lead, zinc and 
copper scrap has fallen sharply; and prices 
of lead have been reduced three times. The 
price of copper scrap is down below the 
parity for the official price for refined cop- 
per. In the

in the reasonably near future. Apart from 
the metals, there have been reductions in 
many products such as galvanized metal 
products—a reflection of lower zine prices.

It is as plain as the nose on your 
face, though we agree with Mr. Eccles. that 
there is no reason to expect a serious de- 
pression. 

Prevention of a sizable Slump is the re- 
sponsibility, however, of business as well as 
Government. In times like these the busi- 
ness community must have the courage 
and foresight to plan for good instead of 


bad times. 


In the present situation, resistance to 
price reductions is futile as well as retro- 
gressive. The need is rather for deter- 
mined efforts to reduce production costs 
and maintain sales volume by charging 
prices that the public is able and willing to 


pay. 

The basis for sustained buying is insured 
so long as employment remains at high 
levels. And it will remain high if busi- 
nessmen are not stampeded by fear of a 
depression into curtailing their operations 
unduly and throwing large numbers of em- 
ployes out of work. 

Some shifting of workers is, of course, 
essential as abnormally large postwar de- 
mands for certain goods are satisfied. Some 
marginal high-cost concerns will disappear, 
too, as prices settle at lower levels. Such 
adjustments are, however, a normal fea- 
ture of any dynamic society. They cause 
temporary hardship to a limited number of 
people, but benefit the public as a whole. 

It is folly and worse to assume that pres- 
ent price and income relationships are an 
insurance against future economic disas-

POPE CELEBRATES 
MASS OF EXPIATION 
FOR REDS’ CRIMES 


VATICAN CITY, April 4 (AP) 
—Pope Pius XII yesterday cele- 
brated a special mass at St. Pe- 
ter’s Basilica “to expiate the crime 
of the enemies of God”—the Com- 
munists. 

About 30,000 persons heard the 
mass, for which the Pope called 


on Feb. 12, shortly after Cardinal 


Josef Mindszenty of Hungary was 
sentenced to life imprisonment by 
a Hungarian court which con- 
victed him of treason. 

Informed prelates said the spe- 
cial mass of expiation was the 
first of its kind celebrated in the 
ancient basilica. 

A few minutes earlier, the Pope 
led a regular Passion Sunday 
mass. In saying it, he celebrated 
the fiftieth anniversary of his 
priesthood, which fell Saturday. 

The Pope was carried through 
cheering throngs en route to the 
first mass. He leaned from his 
slow-moving portable throne, borne 
on the shoulders of his guards, to 
give his blessings to all in the 
great church. 

Hymns from the Sistine Choir 
added to the solemnity of the 
Passion Sunday mass. About 500 
seminary students alternated with 
the choir, chanting hymns.

The door closed. The prisoner 
was gone. But He left Herod 
Antipas as frightened as Pilate.

Born in 1848, he was only a 
boy when the Civil War came 
along, but he wanted to get into 
it. His parents wouldn’t let him, 
but he was permitted to join the 
fire company there in Philadel- 
phia. At least he ran with the 
old pumper and considered him- 
self a member of the company. 

Cannon were being manufac- 
tured in Philadelphia and a train- 
load of them were being sent to 
the army in Virginia, guarded by 
a company of soldiers. Henry 
slipped aboard the train and went 
along. 

Down there in Virginia, as Roe 
tells about it, a tall man in a 
high hat and a long-tailed coat 
came along inspecting the ord- 
nance. “Ain’t that President Lin- 
colin?” he asked a soldier, “Yup,” 
said the soldier. “I want to meet 


. him,” said the boy. “To hell with 


you,” said the soldier, “you ‘tend 
to your own business.” 

When the soldier went away the 
boy slipped up to the tall man in 
the high hat and long-tailed coat. 
“Is this President Lincoln?” the 
boy asked, and the man said yes, 
he was President Lincoln, and 
what could he do for the young 
man?

In other encounters Henry didn't 
come off so well. He was wounded 
several times, he says, and shows 
scars to prove it. The last time 
he was hit in the shin. Limping, 
he reported to the President. 
“Deer boy,” the President said, “go 
to the doctor and don’t come back 
until you are healed.” That was 
the last time he saw the Presi- 
dent. Before he was healed Lin- 
coln was assassinated.

It was 
Mr. Whitehead’s pleasure to take 
him by invitation to a meeting of 
the National Association of Manu- 
facturers at New York. 

Later he worked as a messenger 
at the small arms plant until the 
end of the war and was kept on 
after that because, as Mr. McDer- 
mott, the personnel man, said, 
they needed him for inspiration. 
It was his smile that did it. Mc- 
Dermott said Roe was the only 
one about the plant, including 
himself, who was always smiling. 
He went out with the last ones. 

In World War I he was a guard 
at the Emerson Electric plant 
until peace came. He tried to get 
into the Spanish-American War 
but when he offered to enlist they 
were not taking on any men and 
before he could get in the fighting 
was over. Most important of all, 
though, was his service as a boy 
spy in the Civil War. The un- 
timely death of President Lincoln 
prevented the recognition of his 
services that might have entitled 
him to a pension, but he cherishes, 
in lieu of compensation, the com- 
pliment paid him one day when 
he said, as Roe remembers his 
words: “My deer boy, they elected 
me to keep these states together 
and you are my worthy and de- 
pendable assistant. You are an in- 
spiration to me, a young fellow 
like you going out and facing 
death with a smile, as if you were 
going to a husking bee or a barn 
raising.”

because he has worked at every- 
thing that his hands could find 
to do, perfecting his skills in the 
doing. As a stone mason he excels, 
but it is carving and cabinet mak- 
ing that he likes best.

In the time that 
is left to him he hopes to do a 
lot of things that were never 
done before by a man more than 
a hundred years old. Hasn't he 
done enough? No. “The true 
definition of enough is a little 
more.” Perhaps it was Mr. Lin- 
coln who said that. He doesn’t 
intend to get old. That’s foolish. 
Twenty-five per cent of age is 
imagination. The trouble with 
old folks is that they go by the 
calendar instead of by how they 
feel. His hearing is bad, but that 
isn’t on account of his age. It's 
his ears. That’s one of his little 
jokes, He used to work 16 hours 
a day and he could now, but 
What's the use? Money? He 
doesn’t go in for that. He has 
his old age pension from the state, 
$38 a month, and he manages to 
get along on that. He might have 
$72 a month as a Civil War vet- 
eran if Mr. Lincoln had lived, but 
that is water over the dam.

T is not only logical, but vital, 
to draw certain inferences from 
the opening lead, but a declarer 
should not fully depend on those 
inferences unless he has no other 


West considered the situation 
so critical that he tried the “des- 
peration lead” of the club queen. 
Apparently, South formed the 
fixed idea from this lead that 
West also had the club jack—and 
for the rest of the play, South 
worked on that conclusion. Win- 
ning the first trick with the club 
ace, he drew two rounds of 
trumps, then cashed the diamond 
ace and ruffed a diamond. He 
next led the club ten and let it 
ride. He was deeply aggrieved~ 
when East took this trick and 
shifted to a heart. South had to 
put up the ace, or concede defeat 
on the spot. He then led a trump 
to dummy and ruffed another 
diamond. 

Leaving aside the fact that the 
contract could have been made by 
such advanced measures as a 
squeeze play, South also could 
have brought home the slam, sim- 
ply by using dummy’s entries cor- 
rectly! His assumption concern- 
ing the club jack was not unnatu- 
ral, but in this case he could pro- 
tect himself against an unfavor- 
able club position. After taking 
the first trick with the club ace 


and leading only one high trump.
